While it is the youngest of organizations which campete with other schools, debate by 
no means lags in accomplishment. A member in two debate leagues, Clark reached the top 
in Doth . setting a record for future teams to strive for. 

Having lost the district contest of the Indiana State League to Hammond last year, 
Clark took revenge by defeating Hammond in both debates, and by splitting with both 
Washington and Roosevelt, won the district. In the regional contest, by triumphing over 
Lew w allace. Crown Point, and Renssellaer, Clark became one ol the eight Indiana schools 
eligible for the state finals. But only there did Clark lose out — to Princeton. 

In the Greater Chicago League, there was the co-championship with Proviso, won last 
year, to defend. Losing only two debates, Clark maintained its place by tying with New 
Trier lor first. A first next year will give the school permanent possession of the league’s 
trophy. 

Also this year, Clark participated in the annual Mishawaka tournament for schools 
in northern Indiana and was the only school to show a one hundred per cent victory. Its 
opponents in four debates were: Goshen, Plymouth. Elkhart, and Central of South Bend.
